ing in any manner to comply with the provisions of
this act, shall upon conviction thereof be deemed
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction therafor
shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dol-
lars for each and every offense.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do cnact as follows:

Amended. Secrion 1. Chapter two hundred and twenty-eight
(228), of the laws of 1875, is hereby amended, by
adding after section 9, in subdivision XLVIIIL., of
said chapter, a new subdivision, to read as follows:

Plantingof  Subdivision XLVIIL To require the owners of any

shadetrees:  lot or grounds in said city to set out shade trees in
the street tronting the same, and to protect and pre-
serve them, and in default thereof, to cause the same
to be done, and to levy a special tax upon such lot or
grounds to pay the expenses ot the same. The board
